There  has  been  no  extensive  outbreak  of  any  of  the 
infectious  diseases  this  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  was  two  less  than  last  year,  but  there  has  been  a  consid¬ 
erable  decrease  in  the  number  of  Diphtheria  notifications,  and 
no  deaths.  Since  the  declaratiun'of  war,  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  have  been  made  compulsorily  notifiable  in  all  Districts, 
but  there  have  been  few  cases  of  these  diseases  in  this  area  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  case  notified  as  Meningitis  proved  to  be  a  case 
of  Cerebral  Abscess  from  which  the  child  aied. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Bristol  Authority  to  take  all 
cases  from  this  area,  has  been  of  great  convenience  and  there  has 
so  far  been  no  difficulty  whatever  in  getting  cases  removed  to 
Ham  Green  Hospital  from  any  part  of  the  area.

The  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2067  recently 
received,  states  that  owing  to  increasing  pressure  of  work  in 
Public  Health  Departments,  and  the  need  for  strict  economy- 
in  the  use  of  paper,  reports  ohould  be  confined  to  urgent 
and  essential  matters,  and  as  there  are  no  changes  in  this 
district  in  matters  coming  under  the  above  headings,  I 
propose  0  emit  this  section  and  to  refer  you  to  previous 
reports  in  which  full  details  have  been  given. 


WATER  SUPPLY , 


On  the  whole,  this  Rural  District  is  well 
provided  with  water,  there  having  been  no  complaints  of 
shortage  of  water  during  the  year. 

The  public  supplies  owned  by  this  Council  are 
examined  bacteriologically  every  three  months  at  least. 

All  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  free 
from  contamination.  Other  public  supplies  in  the  area  are 
also  examined  periodically  and  have  all  been  found  satisfactory. 
Seventeen  samples  of  water  from  non-public  supplies  hav^  also 
been  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  appropriate  action  has  been  taker,  when  necessary. 

During  the  year  the  following  matters  hive  been 
cuu.lt  with  ox  are  under  consideration: - 


North  Weston.  The  Portishead  and  District  Water  Company's  mains 

have  been  extended  from  the  Portishead  Boundary 
to  the  Weston  Road  and  Honey lands  portion  of  this  Parish. 

This  will  also  provide  the  supply  to  the  Council's  new  Housing- 
Estate  at  Weston  Road.  The  previous  supply  to  houses  in  this 
neighbourhood  was  from  wells,  mostly  badly  polluted. 


Nail  sc.  a,.  Negotiations  have  been  proceeding  with  the  Bristol 
7/at or  Works  Company,  with  a  view  to  getting  the  Company's  mains 
extended  to  the  Grove  and  West  End  portions  of  the  Parish. 
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Kingston  Seymour.  The  scheme  to  supply  the  Parish  from  the 

Council's  fatten  Parochial  supply  has  been 
under  consideration  during  this  y^ar,  but  no  definite  decision 
has  yet  been  arrived  at. 


Yatton.  Owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  Cesspool  of  the 

Engine or  1 s  House  at  the  Pumping  Station,  to  the 
borehole,  the  houso  has  Ven  conn^ctc^  to  the  mam  sewer, 
order  to  safeguard  the  borehole  supply.  This  necessitated 
extending  the  sowur  for  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  The 
cesspool  has  now  been  abolished.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


North  Weston.  The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Weston  Road  and 

. . .  Honeylands  portion  of  the  Parish,  which  was 

the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  enquiry  during  the 
previous  year  has  been  commenced  and  should  be  completed  in 
1940.  The  scheme  involves  the  construction  of  a  sewage 
filtration  system. 

Long  Ashton.  A  sewage  scheme  with  filtration  plant  has  been 

provided  for  the  drainage  of  Cambridge  House 
Institution,  the  dwelling  houses  attached  thereto,  and  the 
Police  Stations  and  Police  Cottages. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

There  has  been  marked  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  the  streams  in  this  District  in  recent  years. 

No  serious  fresh  pollutions  have  been  observed  lately,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  one  of  the  few  cases  of  stream 
pollution  still  existing,  viz:-  North  Weston,  will  be 
eradicated  on  the  completion  of  the  Weston  Road  sewage  scheme 
above  mentioned.

CAMPING,  SITES. 

Approximately  60  sites  in  the  area  are  used  as 
Camping  Grounds.  Nine  of  those  are  licenced  by  the  Council 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193&*  Conditions 
with  regard  to  water  supply,  sanitary  accommodation,  density,  etc. 
are  attached  to  each  licence  granted.  Many  of  the  sites  are 
only  used  at  week-ends  during  the  simmer  months.  Most  of 
them  are  a,t  Redciiffc  Bay,  and  Walton  Lay,  on  land  bordering 
on  and  overlooking  the  Bristol  Channel.  The  sites  are  usually 
found  sc  oe  well  kept,  and  there  has  been  little  cause  for 
c  omplaint .

The  Housing  Committee  were,  until  the  outbreak  of 
the  ar,  very  fully  occupied  in  dealing  with  the  many  problems 
of  slum. -clearance,  re-housing  and  reconditioning. 

Forty-two  houses  were  erected  and  completed  by  the 
Council  during  the  y^ar,  to  re-house  persons  from  unfit  and 
overcrowded  houses.  Eighteen  houses  were  in  course  of  erection 
at  the  end  of  the  year.

In  this  District  the  principal  collectors 
of  milk  are  the  Bristol  Co-operative  Society,  the 
London  Co-operative  Society,  the  Bristol  Pure  Milk 
Co.,  and  Messrs.  Hornby's  Dairies  Ltd. 

.  During  the  year  81  samples  of  Accredited 
Milk  and  86  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were 
taken  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  and  examined 
at  the  County  Laboratory.

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EVACUATION . 


On  the  outbreak  of  War,  Evacuation  of  lar  e  numbers 
of  women  end  children  from  London  end  other  large  centres  of 
population  was  commenced,  and  between  September "1st  end  4th, 

4131  Evacuees  came  to  this  District,  and  on  December  l6th 
57  more  arrived.  The  majority  of  these  were  unaccompanied 
children  with  teachers  end  helpers,  out  there  was  a  small 
number  of  women  and  their  children. 

As  the  expected  Air  Raids  on  the  Large  Cities  did  not 
take  place  at  once,  the  Evacuees  began  to  gradually  return  to 
their  homes,  end  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  numbers  had 
shrunk  to  1668.  These  consisted  of  1334  unaccompanied 
children,  65  mothers  with  143  children,  99  teachers  end  27 
helpers . 

There  has  been  very  little  serious  illness  amongst 
the  Evacuees  and  no  large  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  that 
can' be  attributed  to  them,  but  a  considerable  amount  of  trouble 
arose,  however,  from  verminous  conditions  of  a  number  of  the 
children,  and*  th^re-  were  also  a  number  of  cases  of  Scabies. 

Thero  v/ere  also  a  good  many  children  suffering  from  bad  habits  - 
chiefly  "bedwetters "  and  some  usually  described  as  "difficult 
children".  As  regards  the  verminous  head  cases,  medical 
inspection  of  all  children  end  vigorous  treatment  at  end  in  their 
billets  soon  reduced  this  trouble  tc  reasonable  proportions, 
but  the  "difficult  children"  and  Scabies  wer ..  more  awkward 
problems,  and  it  was  decided  to  requisition  "The  Grange", 

Flax  Bourton,  and  equip  it  as  a  "Sick  Boy"  for  their  treatment. 
Unfortunately,  eXter  it  was  opened,  it  was  found  that  it  had 
momy  defects  end  a  large  number  of  alterations,  chiefly  to 
the  hot  water  system,  sanitary  arrangements  end  heating  of  the 
building  had  to  be  carried  out  while  patients  were  in  the  house. 
This  limited  the  usefulness  for  some  time,  but  up  to  the  end 
of  the  year  31  cases  were  admitted  and  treated  there  with 
satisfactory  results.  Most  of  the  cases  wore  -Scabies  and 
difficult  children. 
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Before  this  "Sick  Bay"  was  opened,  Mrs.  Vowles, 
formerly  Matron  of  this  Council's  Isolation  Hospital,  very 
kindly  assisted  greatly  "by  taking  cases  into  her  nursing 
Home  at  Long  Ashton.  Twelve  cases  were  treated  theie,  and  I 
am  very  grateful  to  Mrs.  / owles  tor  her  great  h^lp  in  this 
emergency.  I  also  have  to  thank  Dr .  McLeod,  Medical  Officei 
of  Health  for  Clevedon  for  his  help  in  taking  cases  into 
the  Clev.de  Bed  Cross  Hospital,  o  cases  were  treated  there. 


Steady  progress  in  maintaining  and  improving 
where  possible,  the  sanilury  condition  of  the  area  continued 
satisfactorily,  espeuiM1.!;,  in  housing  matters,  until  the 
outbreak  of  'War  in  September,  which  put  a  sudden  stop  ^o  ail 
demolition  of  insanitary  dwellings  and  the  building  of  new 
houses  for  the  time  being. 


The  services  of  the  Sanitary  Staff  have  had  to  be 
diverted  to  a  considerable  extent  to  other  duties,  such  as 
Coal  Control,  etc.,  but  the  ordinary  routine  work  has  not 
been  allowed  to  suffer  in  consequence,  and  a  careful  watch 
is  kept  for  troubles  that  may  arise  from  War  conditions,  and 
the  influx  of  Evacuees  and  Military  Forces. 
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I  conclude  this  report  by  tendering  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  end  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  continued  confidence  and  support  and  to  the 
Officers  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their 
able  and  willing  assistance  and  co-operation.
